READ LOAF INN was founded more 

than fifty years ago in the mountains east 
oí Middlebury by the late Joseph Battell, and 
became under his personal management unique 
among the hostelries in New England. At his 
death the Inn passed to Middlebury College, 
along with his vast forests, and has been re- 


opened each summer to its former patrons. 


BREAD LoAF is the name of a mountain and 
also of a section of “The Long Trail” along 
the summit of the Green Mountains, which 
passes a few miles from the Inn. The moun- 
tains about Bread Loaf are threaded with 
romantic roads and the explorer by carriage 
or on foot, or even by car, will spend more 
than one season before he has exhausted them. 
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НЕ INN is situated upon Ше table lands 
of the Green Mountains, 1500 feet above 


the level of the sea. It is a quaint and roomy 
structure, having been added to from time to 
time to suit the tastes or to meet the needs of 
the guests of its former host. The heart of the 
Inn still is the old farmhouse with its quaint 
nooks, corners, and hearthstones, although 
more extensive by far are the additions of the 
Dining Hall, with chambers above, the Music 
Hall and Theatre, the Bowling Alley and the 
Smoking Room, while about the Inn have been 








built cottages of varying degrees of elegance.

READ LOAF possesses its own abundant 

supply of pure spring water, milk and 
cream from the Bread Loaf herd of Jerseys, 
greenhouses and gardens supplying fresh vege- 
tables and flowers, as well as tennis courts, 
croquet grounds, and a nine-hole golf course. 
The property is a part of the great tract of 
30,000 acres, including the Battell Forest, be- 
queathed by its former owner to Middlebury 
College. 
THE REGroN about the Inn abounds in walks 
and drives, in highland streams and woodland 
trails, in virgin forests and wooded mountain 
slopes. Across the highway at the height of 
land a few miles eastward runs the famous 
well blazed Long Trail of the Green Mountain 
Club. 
PLEIAD LopGg, Sucker Brook Lodge and Emily 
Proctor Lodge furnish shelters for over-night 
camping parties on the trail. The pastures 








and woodlands afford easy hikes near the Inn; 
while a few miles to the north the summit of 
Bread Loaf Mountain extends its constant 
challenge to hardy climbers.

HE ENGLISH SCHOOL brings to 


Bread Loaf Inn for six weeks, a group 


of earnest workers in the field of English, — 
college and graduate students and high school 
and college teachers of the English language 
and literature. Classes and conferences are 
held five days each week, leaving ample time 
for out-of-door sports and week-end hikes on 
the Long Trail or in the nearer stretches, over- 
night camping parties in the mountains, sum- 
mer botanizing, trail building, and mountain 
climbing. Special supervision is provided for 
hiking parties and camping expeditions. 


ADMISSION to the English School is without 
examination; and many guests of the Inn 
secure profit and pleasure by registering for 
one or more courses of study and attending the 
almost daily evening entertainments.

а. beauty, quiet and comparative seclu- 
sion of the region have made the Inn a 
favorite spot with influential thinkers and 
writers from the days of Horace Bushnell and 
Charles Dudley Warner to the present time; 
indeed the unique character of the English 
School has stimulated a succession to these 
earlier worthies by bringing to Bread Loaf 
such eminent teachers, critics, and literary 
artists as Richard Burton, Robert Frost, Kath- 
arine Lee Bates, Mrs. Grace Hazard Conkling, 
Dorothy Canfield Fisher, Willa Sibert Cather, 
Louis Untermeyer, Christopher Morley, Charles 
L. Woodbury, John H. Finley, and others. 
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HE later additions to Ше Bread Loaf 
plant are in the form of detached cot- 
tages, insuring greater privacy and quiet. 
Birch Cottage of three stories is divided into 
six suites of rooms, two suites on each floor, 
with bathrooms having hot and cold water, 
connecting on each floor, and a large-sized 
closet for each room. The suites consist of a 
parlor approximately 18 ft. x 14 ft. with open 
fireplace and bedroom 14 ft. x 14 ft. connected 
by a short hall between closets. Birch Cottage 
has an excellent cellar and furnace heat. There 
is also a double piazza extending on three sides 
of the cottage, 10 ft. wide and 126 ft. lon

APLE COTTAGE is divided on the 


west side into similar suites as Birch, 
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but the rooms are larger, the parlors bei 
approximately 21 ft. x 15 ft. with large closet 
opening into a hallway which connects parlors 
with bedrooms, and bedrooms about 15 ft. x 14 
ft.: on the east side the parlors аге арргох!- 
mately 24 ft. x 15 ft. and open directly into the 
bedrooms which are approximately 15 ít. each 





way. Each bedroom has a large closet extend- 
ing north 11 ft. 10 in. x 4 ft. A bathroom 
having hot and cold water connects with each 
suite. Maple Cottage has an excellent cellar 
and furnace heat. There is a fireplace in each 
parlor. There is a complete piazza for eac 
story оі Maple Cottage extending on three 
sides 10 ft. wide and 126 ft. long. 
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HERRY COTTAGE is a story and a 
half in height and has eight rooms, with 
closets and a bathroom with hot and cold 
water. It has also a piazza on three sides 9 ft. 
wide. It is arranged to be used for one or two 
families; each having a suite of parlor and 
bedroom with large closet on first floor, with 
arrangements for heat; and two bedrooms on 
second. The cottages are connected with the 
main Inn by marble walks, and the views from 
all of them are very fine. There are, besides, 
five cottages built and owned by hotel guests. 


One of the chief charms of Bread Loaf is the 
abundance of walks and drives in every direc- 
tion, among the most grand and delightful 
mountain scenery, much of which is within the 
estate which the founder of Bread Loaf has 
secured for perpetual preservation. А main 
highway across the State of Vermont, not 
impossible to automobiles, although the grades 
are steep, passes the door. Among the attrac- 
tive nearby walks are Pleiad Lake, three miles; 
Silent Cliff, three and one-half miles, com- 
manding one of the finest forest scenes in the 
world; Burnt Hill, three miles, with extensive 
views north, west and south, including all of 
Lake Champlain and the Adirondack Moun- 
tains; Sunset Mountain, three miles; walk 
about the Triangle, two and one-half miles; 
Traveler’s Rest, two miles; Pulpit Rock, one 
and one-half miles

mile; and numerous short walks on the roads 
or along the streams near the Inn.

BREAD LOAF IS REACHED most conveniently 
from Middlebury, which is on the Rutland 
Railroad, 272 miles from New York, 200 miles 
from Boston, and 130 miles from Montreal. 
There are several through trains daily, the 
New York sleeper reaching Middlebury about 
8:00 A. M., day trains about 12:30 and 5:30 
P. M. Boston coaches connect with these 
trains at Rutland. Trains from the north 
rcach Middlebury at approximately 12:30, 
5:00, and 10:50 Р. М. Persons coming on the 
last named train should secure accommoda- 
tions overnight at one of the hotels in Middle- 
bury. Tourists approaching Bread Loaf Inn 
by automobile from the Champlain valley 
should follow the main highways to East 
Middlebury, and thence to the Inn through the 
famous Ripton Gorge, one of the most beauti- 
ful drives in New England.
